I.ONIJON, .May 12. -'i'he steaniship 
Rugia, from New York May 2iid for 
Hamburg, put into I'lyiiiouili this after- 
noon. On the night of ^lay 8tli, the 
cotton, which was atoweil in her after- 
hold, took tire from spontaneous com- 
bustion, and in spite of the efforts made 
to subdue the flames, the fire spread 
rapidly.

oarry tlie new IftW into etiect. Three 
dyiiaiiios, manufactured for the special 
purpose, have boon distributed between 
tho prisons of Auburn, Sing Sing, ami 
('liiiton. I'lacli dynamo lias a capacity 
of ercati)ig a current of I0,(M10 V(dts, 
though MO aro sullicioiit to cause di atli. 
It is lo bu hoped that those who have 
the superintendence of the executions 
will thoroiiglily understand the working 
of tlie machinery, and there will lie no 
nioi'o hhnulcriiig executions. There is 
no reason wliy these exeeutions hy etec- 
trieity slionid not he as certain as any- 
thing i-an he that is produced by hiiiiiar.

U'hoii 
the groat lionolits that tlic tramway 
sclienie is destined to confci' on this city 
arc considered, we cannot help tliiiikiiig 
that the company are very iiiodoratu in 
their demands. In some cities much 
le.S8 worthy objects have.been met with 
heavy money and land bonu.ses. In this 
instance the company merely a.sk a guar- 
antee of interest. No respoiisihility for 
tlic payment (if ilie ]irineipiil will altacli 
to the corpoi'.itioii; and a.s iti.s anticipat- 
ed that the road will pay from the start, 
the danger of tho city being called on to 
pay even the interest is exceedingly re? - 
mote.

enterin.L! t he li.ii hiir with hoilile intent 
it would be by a sort of nKahjrii 
niiraole.*'' .Tlie cominittee were told by 
General Miles that modern ships of war, 
lyhig outside the harbor, could boinW 
ard .San l''rancisco, and reduce the eily 
to ashes. This was not very pleiisant 
news for the citi/.ens of San francdsco 
to hear, Imt it need not make tliein 
uneasy, for there is not much prospect 
of their receiving a hostile visit from 
the ships of war of any nation. Hut 
lli(! AiiierieaiiM are begiiiiiing to see that 
it is not wise to permit their whole 
line of se:i coast to he at 
tho mercy of any maritime 
nation which might piulc- u quarrel with 
their Government. They are building 
war ships, and they will no doubt begin 
soon to fortify their harbors witli ai til 
lery more eMective than smooth bore 
guns. What is Irue of .San Fianui.seo is 
aUo triK! of \'icloi'la. It is without de- 
fences, la it wise for the Imperial (lov 
ernmenttu allow soimportanl a station to 
remain un fortified? 'It takes time to build 
fortilicutionfi dud it is just possible that 
a war may come and lind the naval sta 
tioii hero at the mercy of the enemy. 
Tho United Stiiles is w aking,' up to I lie 
danger thai it is in. Hut tlotre is ni> 
sign that either llie Dominion or the 
Imperial (Jovornnioiit has become alive 
to the importance of putting British 
Columbia iji a good state of defence. 



EXECUTION BY ELEOTRICJTY. 

Tho people of the State of New York 
considered that choking a criminal to 
death is a barhiirouH mode of execution. 

They arc not vci-y iimcli in favor of cap- 
ital piinishiiieul at all, hut they have 
come to the conclusion that if it is iie- 
coHsary for the safety of aociely to kill a 
certain class of evildoers, llie killing 
should bu done as mercifully as possible. 
Kevongo in tlicse days is not considered 
ail oloment of puuisliniciit. The object 
dooicty has in janiishne'nl. is its own 
welfari! and the fjood of the (dlender. In 
«cnteucing the criminal (d death the 
nafoty nf the commnriily is alone coii- 
Hidered. Hut torturing the criminal or 
giving liini unnecessary pain of either 
body or mind will not tend to ward oil' 
tho niiscliiof which allowing the crimi- 
nal to live will inflict upon the com- 
munity. CoilNe(|iieidly the de|irivation 
of life is ill New York t* bo made iis se- 
cret and as painless as it can be consist- 
eti- with the certainty that the »onteac» 



EDUCATION il^ND ORtME. 

A few ye.irs. a;^o it was confidently 
aflirmcil by a large claas of pliilaiithio- 
pists that the want of education was 
the catise of ' nearly all crime. " Rdu- 
cato the peojile," it wa.s said, " and 
crime will greatly diminish. .Much of 
the vice and the crime of the world is 
caused liy ignorance. l'",\tend lo the 
masses the opportunity of gaining know- 
ledge and the vice and the crime will 
disappear." Many men became en- 
thusiasts on this subject of ]iopiilar edu- 
cation, and wore incessant in their en- 
deavor 1(1 have state schools established. 
Hut the result has not realized the i^v- 
poctatioiw and predictions of the ami- 
able onthusiasta. Kducation has .been 
extended to the inasaes. The school- 
master has been abroad until in tliisi 
ci.)untry iiiid the United States there 
very few natives who cannot read and 
write. Hut there has not lieen a eoi 
ponding decrease of crime. Not only 
are people who can barely read and 
wri^ found uniong the crimiuab, but 
men of education are often seen in the 
ponitentiSries of this and other oouii- 
trie.i. It is .singular that while crime 
has in (Ireat Hiitain decreased in pr 
portion to lliu population, it lias 
the United States, the - land 
free schools, increased. According to 
statistics collected by a member of the 
legislature of the State of Pennsylvania 
both crime and pauperism have been on 
the increase allhouj^h the means of edu- 
cation have been augiiieiiteil. Between 
1870 and 1880 the population had ui- 
creased 2'2 per cent. ; the number of 
lohools 31 percent., and the number of 
tanchers 22 per cent., but there ivas no 
decrease in eitliei- pauperism or crime. 
I'aupeiisin and crinu; together had in 
those ten years increased 41 ]ier cent., 
and worse still, crime exclusive of pau- 
perism, .3:1 per cent. In tho .same ten 
yeitra the iiumbec of the insane appeared 
to have increased 113 pet- cent. Thin 
may have been from accidental causes, 
which have not heen mentioned. It 
may be said that many who W('nt to 
school learned so little that the know- 
ledge they a.C(|iiircd was of no use to 
them in after life, uud had no influence 
ill forming their character. There are 
some people who appear to tliink thai 
magical conseipiences iiughl In fonnu 
meicly h-arning lo rcid and w i ite. 'I'hey 
t'or^'cl tlial a iii,ui or a uiiiu.ui may In; 
able lo lead and wi itc tolerably well, 
!iut remain really niore ignorant than 
iiomo who never wnnt. to school 
.it all. Heading and writing lire of them- 
selves not knowledge, liiit merely the 
means to get knowledgi'. If the means 
are not used their aeiniisition isnt uo 
henetit wlinluver. Those who have 
learned to read and write but who have 
not used thouc acquirements in gaining 
kiiowledgi; aii<l in cultivating their 
.ninds should not be classed as educat- 
ed. Wlign they commit crime they 
:diould he ranked with the illileiate, f.ii 
they do not diller from them in any |iei - 
ceptible degree. 

This increase of crime liu.s not taken 
pUce in Pennsylvania alone where there 
is a large annual immigration of ignor- 
ant foreigners, hut it obtains in StateK 
that are imrely .'Xmeiicail which oiiglil 
lo be as free liiini crime as any conutiy 
in the world. In the Slate of .Maine, 
where the populatimi is almost wholly 
uative, where owing to emigration, to 
the west it is stationary, and whore, be- 
sides,' a prohibitory law has lieen In 
force for thirty-live years, the eonuuil- 
nients to the comity jails between ls;.'i 
,ind ISS'l had ini'icased ahiuist exactly 
KK) per cent. It i.s liaril to account feu 
the increase of crime in this State \t h> 'i e 
schooU aboiuid and where intoxuaiin^ 
drinks ure not allowed to lie sold. It 
is disappointing' t(> lind thai crime 
(iocs not decrease, as seluuds inia'ea.se, 
liut if Ihis is the fact there is no use in 
ii,'ii(ii ing it. It will be wise lo eni|uii'e 

into I Ik! cause of this singular statu of 
ihiiigs, with a view to find but a remedy 
for it. Is I he education given to cliil- 
ilreu in Hidiools really an education ut 
,ill ? Il.ies il draw (Hit their powers id 
mind and give llieiii a light dii-eel inn V 
Aro children laiiglit - practically taught 
—tho dili'eroiice between good and evil, 
right and wrong '; Are they so educated 
as to be made to realise that to do wrutiu 
is foolish uH well OS wicked? ft would 
bo edifying to try to lind out how many 
lit the crimes lliat men eommil ni'o in 
conseipiencu of their not knowing wlml 
is best for lliein -dreadful mistakes, 
which they would have avoided had the 
education they received been really a 
preparation for the part they would 
have to play in life. Wo have a very 
stroui; suspiidon that much that is called 
education, and that i.H highly prized us 
education, is not education in any proper 
Honse at all. Tliore iniiHt be some radi- 
cal defect in the education which docs 
not predispose men to virtue,' and which 
does not help them to resist temptation 
to commit crime. 



EDITORIAL COMMKNTA 

Wk trust that the Loan by-law will 
be well supported to-duy. There must 
not be the shadow of a reason tor say- 
ing that 'Victoria's importance has de- 
parted, that it is a deserted vill.ago, or 
that iis citizens are boliiiul the times in 
any respect. 'The city needs improve- 
ments and it should have them. Let 
the visitor find in every part of tho. city 
signs of {irogress and enterprise. Tum- 
ble-down bridges and neglected and 
iinfiiiislied streets make a bad improa- 
sion on the stranger. No iiiio wanl.s to 
settle in a city which looks as if it wcro 
standing still. There are a thousand 
reasons why tho means to improve tho 
city Hhould he placed in the bauds of 
tho Hoard of .-Mdermen and not one 
valid (.'xcuse for withholding them. It 
.'ihoidd be bei iie ill mind that hv voting 
for tho loan by-law the rate[)aycr docs 
not vote to uild one single cent to the 
taxes. The uinouut of taxation must 
remain the same after the by-law conies 
into operaliim as it was before it was 
,,as,se,i. 

The citi/.cn.s who want to sec Vic- 
toria take its proper place among the 
cities of the I'ucitio Coast should vote 
for the by-laws that are to be submitted 
to them to-day. They run no risk in 
voting for the I'^leetric Railway law. 
That is an undei tidi.ing that will bo sure 
to succeed. Kvery new house built, 
every factory established,' every im- 
provement that will cause people to 
inaUe this city their place of residence, 
will increase the uiiiulier of pasHciieers 
to be c;uried liy the railway, make it 
more of a neces.sity and help to ensure 
its success.
